POLITICS IS CHARGED 


DURING WARM DEBATE (P'ohibition agent of today. 


Allegation Made by Coun- 
cilman Couch Denied in 
Speech Made by Council- 
man W. A. Sims. 


After a hot fight in which each 
side charged the other with playing 
politics, Councilman Walter A. Sims’ 
ordinance to abolish the detective 
department and merge its forces 
with the police department, was re- 
ferred to the police committee at a 
meeting of city council Monday 
afternoon. 

Police adherents rought bitterly 
to delay action and won !-y the vote 
of 16 to 12, Council had voted 
unanimously in favor. of abolition 
two months ago when this mztter 
was before that body as one of the 
recommendations in the majority 
bunco report. 

Four of the five members of the 
police committee voted to refer the 
ordinance to this body. They were: 
S. A. Wardlaw, chairman; Alvin 
Richards, J. A. Couch and J. L. Car- 
penter. W. D. Hoffman was ab- 
sent, 

Among the candidates for office 
who voted for delay were 
Alderman C. H.. Garner, candi- 
Gate for re-election in the fifth 
ward: Councitman. Alvin Richards, 
candidate for: ré-election in the 

ith ward; Councilman S. A. 
Wardlaw, candidate for re-election 
in the eleventh ward, and Council- 
man T. Frank Callaway, candidate 
for re-election in the tenth ward. 

Were Ready te Decide Issue. 

Alderman J. R. Seawright, candi- 
date for re-election in the first 
ward; Councilman Claude shiey, 
candidate for re-election in the 
fourth ward; Councilman W. N. 
Mtheridge, candidate for re-election 
in the fifth ward, and Councilman 
Fred C. Woodall, candidate for re- 
election in the third ward, were 
ready to decide the issue and voted 
not to refer the paper. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting, of the 
sixth ward, and Councilman J. A. 
Couch, of the fifth ward, author of 
the minority bunco report exonerat- 
ing all of the accused detective and 
police officials, led the fight against 
the Sims ordinance. 

Councilman Couch charged that 
“politics” was behind the move- 
ment. “Just to be frank about it 
I think thie is politics pure and 
simple,” declared the councilman, 
after Councilman Sims and Alder- 
man Goodhart had spoken cn tise 
ordinance. 

“Anybody who charges me with 
playing politics is off of his kazip,’’ 
asserted Mr. Sims, rising to a point 
of personal privilege, and charged 
in return that “this move to refer 
is patently on its face a political 


move.”’ 
Gooahart Makes Denial. 


Replying to the implication in 
Mr. Couch’s remarks, Mr. Goodhart 
eald: “When any one makee the 
statement that I am championing 
this paper for political reasons he 
makes a statement that is not true.” 

“Since Mr. Sims and Mr. Good- 
hart say they are not actuated by 

politics I accept what they say and 
believe they are sin¢ere,” Mr. Couch 
rose and replied. “I was simply 
stating my opinion that back of 
this was politics, and i atill hold 
that view.” 

“When the ordinance was read 
Councilman Nutting was quickly on 
his feet with @ motion to refer it 
te the police committee, which was 
seconded by Councilman Murphy 
and Councilman Jones. “I am not 
prepared to vote on this matter 
now,” stated the councilman, “and 
T don’t believe any other member 
ef council is.” 

“I move the ordinance be placed 
on second reading,” said Mr. Sims, 
“What's the use to seek delay on 
this matter. The people want to 
see .some action. We've been howl- 
ing for years that we want a chief 
in fact. If you were in earnest two 
months ago when you voted to abol- 
ish the detective department why 
. de you want to refer it to a com- 
mittee now?

Over 4,500-Mile 
Border Into U. S. 


Rum Runners Keep Too Busy 
for Dry Agents on Land 
and Sea.

New York, August 15.—The good 
Mrs. Partington, of Sidmouth, Eng- 
land, who during the great storm 
of 1824 tried to keep the whole 
Atlantic out of her seaside cottage 
by vigorous use of her mop, and 
who was defeated after a game and 
spirited contest, has nothing on the 
who 
dries up a trickle of hooch in front 
of him only to find an ocean flood- 
ing in at his back. 

For, in spite of arrests, seizures, 
prosecutions, and few convictions, 
whisky, gin, rum, brandy and even 
9 per cent beer are flowing into 
“dry” America in greater volume 
than ever before in the Volstead 
era, and Washington prohibition en- 
forcement leaders admit that un- 
less they have more money, 
agents and navy and army backing, 
the job of keeping or making the 
United States dry looks hopeless. 

The entire North Atlantic sea- 
board, the Canadian border and in 
particular the Detroit tiver. con- 
stitute the 4,500-mile battle line of 
the bootleggers. From the south- 
ern New Jersey coast, past Atlantic 
City, along the Connecticut and 
Massachusetts shores, and north- 
ward to the tip of Maine, fleets— 
not single ships, but actually fleets 
—of rum-runners are patrolling the 
“safe” waters beyond the three-mile 
limit, bidding thirsty Americans to 
“come and get it.” 

Every Road Is Guarded. 

Every road from Canada into the 
United States, however. closely 
guarded by customs and prohibi- 
tion officials, leaks carloads or 
truckloads of contraband. And 
along the Detroit river, where the 
Canadian law has decided that it 
can’t stop Canadians from selling 
anything they have to Americans, 
therte are S80 Many bootleggers that 
they have decided to wear badges 
eo they won't try to sell hooch to 
each other. 

The mysterious Arethusa, “oasis 
of the ocean,” they call her, has 
two thousand cases of liquor 
aboard, after disposing of a vast 
stock, and is skirting the coast off 
Martha’a vineyard selling it to all 
and sundry. 

Up from the Bahamas is coming, 
prohibition: officials say, a fleet of 
heavily laden ships whose skippers 
propose to drop anchor five or six

FRENCH PREMIER 
TO ATTEND MEET 


Briand Coming to Dis- 
armament Conference in 
Washington, France In- 
forms State Department. 


Washington, August 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The hope of 
American officials that the disarm- 
ament conference will be a diplo- 
matic concave of the first order 
was strengthened today when 
France informed the state depart- 
ment that she would send her pre- 
mier, Aristide Briand, at the head 
of her delegation of diplomatists. 

‘The decision is expected here to 
be followed by similar moves on 
the part of other powers investing 
the gathering with extraordinary 
significance and giving it much of 
the plenary authority that was pos- 
sessed by the counci] of “heads cf 
states” at Versailles. 

The French notification came in 
the form of a message from Pre- 
mier Briand himself, transmitted 
through the American embassy at 
Paris, saying merely that the pre- 
mier would take pleasure jin per- 
sonally representing his country at 
the conference. It was the first 
formal acceptance to be received 
from any of the anvited nations. 

Meanwhile, the administration’s 
preparations of its own part in the 
conference was advanced by a re- 
quest sent to congress for an appro- 
priation of $200,000 as an initial 
budget to pay expenses of the 
American representatives and of a 
secretariat-general. The estimate, 
worked out by the state department 
and the budget bureau, was taken 
under committee consideration im- 
mediately in the senate and prob-| 
ably will receive favorable action in 
the near future.

Nine Buildings Will Cost 
About $15,000 and Will 
Be Ready for Occupancy 
September 12. 


3 Following authorization by the 
board of education at a recent meet- 
ing. Mayor James L. Key on Mon- 
day let the contract for construc- 
tion of nine portable two-room 
school buildings to be assigned to 
vairous schools in order to elim- 
inate congestion, and to be used as 
annexes to the main school build- 
ings. 

The coritract was awarded the 
Minter Homés company, which will 
furnish the materials, while the 
workers will assemble the sections 
and place them in position. 

The buildings will each consist 
of two rooms, 24 by 30 feet, with 
a 10 by 24-foot hall. The struc- 
ture can be easily and quickly torn 
down and erected elsewhere, it was 
stated, in case necessity for removal 
should arise. 

Will Care for 720 Children. 

It. is estimated that each room 
will accommodate forty students; 
or each structure eighty. In this} 


be amply provided with suitable fa- 
cilities and space for pursuing 
their studies, the congested condi- 
tlons of a number of schools hav- 
ing made transfers to buildings in 
other sections of the city necessary 
in the past. 

It was stated that because the 
buildings will be assembled by sec- 
tions, rather than being constructed 
as one structure, from two to three 
days will be sufficient time for the 
contractor to assemble and erect a 
building. The contract specifies 
that the nine buildings must be 
completed and ready for occupation 
by September 12. 

Superintendent W. A. Sutton, of 
the city schools, said Monday night 
that he did not anticipate an in- 
crease in enrollment this year and 
that the portable school houses 
would greatly lessen the number of 
transfers, if not make them unnec- 
essary. 

“The actual] number last year in 
excess of accommodation facilities 
in schools in their own wards,” he 
stated, “slightly exceeded two thou- 
sand, and the new buildings will 
prove a big help.” 

Will Relieve Congestion. 

Mr. Sutton said that he could 
npt yet give any assurances as to 
the possible distribution of the new 
structures, stating that they would 
be placed where there was the most 
urgent need. 

The approximate cost of the proj- 
ect, Superintendent Sutton esti- 
mated, will be $15,000. He stated 
that he understood another contract 
will probably be let to a concern 
in Portland, Ore., for an additional 
two-room structure. In case plans 
for this latter materialize, he said, 
it will place the number capable 
of being accommodated by the 
buildings at 800. 

“While this plan may not relieve 
the situation entirely,” he said, “it 
will be a material advantage over 
last year’s congested condition, and 
will greatly aid certain schools 
when enroliments are unusually 
heavy.” 

The houses will be of substantial 
material and of the fabricated: va- 
riety. The plan of assembing them 
will be according to specifications 
conducive to insuring the best sani- 
tary conditions, with especial re- 
gard to lighting, heating and acous- 
tics, it was announced. 

It was stated that the new build- 
ings will be used as adjuncts to the 
<r] buildings at which they are

ing practically one large dullding.

Permission to Practice at 
California Bar for.

Los Angeles, Cal., August 15.— 
Ralph H. Obenchain appeared in 
court here Monday to plead for his 
divorced wife, Mrs. Madalynne Oben- 
chain, who is under indictment, 
charged, with Arthur C. Burch, with 
the murder of J. Belton Kennedy, 
who was slain while in her company. 

This unusual development caused 
a@ sensation in the chambers of 
Judge Sidney J. Reéves. Oben- 
ehain, who allowed his wife to di- 
vorce him because of her admitted 
love for the man for whose murder 
she is now indicted, sat. with the 
woman and quieted her when she 
appeared to be on the verge of col- 
lapse. 

Both Mrs. Obenchain and Burch 
were granted an extension of time 
in which to plead until August 22. 

Request Granted. | 

Obenchain made application for 
permission to practice law before 
California courts. The request was 
granted by Judge Reeves. 

With the arrival of the tall, quiet 
man, who would not interefere with 
his wife’s happiness, even though 
it meant the sacrifice of his own, 
the entire defense etus has seem- 
ed to change. 

Attorneys are wondering what 
kind of a defense Obenchain will 
make for his former wife. Will he 
declare her incapable of any wrong- 
doing, when he knows that she 
wrecked his home becauSe of her 
love for Kennedy? 

The Chicago lawyer, whose quiet 
and iron will seemed to dominate 
proceedings in the courtroom Mon- 
day, is now, strangely, the center 
of interest in the case.

DECREASE SHOWN 
IN NET EARNINGS

The Georgia Railway and 
Power Company Reports 
Steady Drop in Gas Prof- 
its Since Last May. — 


A decrease in net earnings of 
approximately $16,000 . over’ the 
month of June, and a steady de- 
crease since May is shown by the 
figures of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company in the monthly re- 
port on the earnings of the gas 
company filed Monday afternoon 
with the railroad commission. 

The net earnings for the period 
ending July 21, 1921, are given by 
the gas company in its report as 
$36,162.96, while for the three 
months previous, in round numbers, 
the company had made _ returns 
amounting to April, $80,000; May, 
$76,000, and June, $52,000. 

G. W. Brine president of the At- 
lanta Gas Light company said 
Monday night that he had no state- 
ment to make on the return as 
given the railroad commission, and 
that the figures in the report spoke 
for themselves.

The total revenue from the sale 
of gas was given at $156,710.49, 
other revenue at $394.39, making a 
tetal revenue of $156,710.49. The 
expenses of operation, including 
manufacturing, depreciation, distri-

In Presenting Tax Re- 
vision Bill to House, the 
G. O. P. Committeemen 
Make Changes. 


TO VOTE ON MEASURE 
AT 3 P. M. SATURDAY 


Bill, Expected to Pass, 
Estimated to Mean Re-| 


duction of $600,000,000 in 
Nation’s Taxes.

Washington, August 15.—The ad- 
ministration tax revision bill was 
laid before the house of representa- 
tives today after the republican 
membership of that body in con- 
ference had changed it so as to 
make repeal of the excess profits 
tax and the income surtax rates in 
excess of 32 per cent effective next 
January 1, instead of last January 1. 

This change, on the basis of pre- 
vious treasury estimates, would re- 
sult in the corporations and indi- 
viduals with large incomes paying 
to the government in the next cal- 
endar year something like $200,- 
000,000 more than they would have 
paid had the administration plan 
of making the repeals retroactive 
prevailed. 

Total tax reductions for this fis- 
cal year under the bill as revised 
were estimated by some majority 
members .of the ways and means 

mmittee: at $350,000,000 as against 

proximately $550,000,006 planned 


total tax yield. at about $3,200,000,- 
000. 
Further Changes. 

- As a result of the changes made 
by the Trepublican conference, ma- 
jority committee members further 
amended the bill before its pre- 
sentation in the house so as to 
make the corporation income tax 
twelve and one-half per cent after 
next January 1, instead of 15 per 
cent, as originally planned and the 
manufacturers’ tax on cereal bever- 
ages six cents a gallon instead of 
twelve. 

Under plans adopted by the party 
conference, the bill will be taken 
up in the house at 11 a. m. Wednes- 
day, under a special rule calling 
for a final vote at 3 p. m,. Saturday. 
Two days will be given over to 
general debate and two days to 
consideration of amendments under 
the five minute rule, with amend- 
ments of committee mam sere given 
preference. 

Democratic members of the house 
plan to hold a caucus tomorrow aft- 
ernoon to decide upon a course ot 
action while the measure is under 
consideration. They also are ex- 
pected to determine whether demo- 
crats on the ways and means com- 
mittee shall file a minority report. 
Meanwhile, the full committee will 
meet to pass finally upon the bill, 
but this is expected to be a mere 
formality. 

Long Conference. 

The republican conference lasted 
several hours, with western mem- 
bers leading the fight to reject 
the plan for retroactive repeal of 
the excess profits and high income 
surtax rates which was agreed up- 
on at the white house tax confer- 
ence last Tuesday. 

These changes carried with them 
delay until January 1, the proposed 
increase of 5 per cent in corpora- 
tion income taxes. No change in 
this figure was made by the’con- 
ference but the committee members 
decided to cut it.in half, as it was 
contended that a five per cent in- 
crease would be unnecessary if ‘the 
excess profits and higher surtaxes 
were imposed for this taxable year.

TAX AND FINANCIAL 
BILLS ARE SIGNED 


Several Deficiency Meas- 
ures Also Are Approved 
by Governor—G e.or gia 
Tech Gets $24,000. 


The general appropriations bill, 
calling for the expenditure of $9,- 
189,000, and the genera] tax bill, 
providing for a revenue of approxi- 
mately $10,200,000, were the most 
important of the méasures signed 
Monday by Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, who is fast completing} 
the reading and signature of the 
bills passed by the 1921 session of 
the Georgia general assembly. 

Several deficiency bills, notably 
that which gives the Georgia Schoo! 
of Technology the sum of $24,000, 
were also signed by the governor 
Monday, as well as the amendments 
to the motor vehicle act, introduc- 
ing several important new features. 
The act providing for the reading 
of the Bible in Georgia’s . public 
schools, providing that there exists 
no objection on the part of the pu- 
pils’ parents, wae also among the 
measures to be approved. 

Educational Appropriations. 

In the appropriations given the 
final approval of the governor in 
his Monday’s work were a fund of 
$852,000 for the payment of pen- 
sions; $18,000 for the Sehool for 
the Deaf. at Cave Springs; $30,000 
for the State Normal college at 
Athens; $5,000 fer the Ninth District 
Agricultura] college, $4,000 for the 
Fifth District Agricultura! college, 
and $3,560 for the South Georgia 
Normal college. 

It hag been estimated by Comp- 
troller Genera] Wright that the tax 
bill of this year will give an in- 
crease of approximately $234,000 
over the bill of 1920, which gives 
the state a revenue of $9,822,.645.84.

Dublin, August 15.—The pessi- 
mism over the Irish situation, which 
today’ in some quarters in Dublin 
reached almost the point of hope- 
lessness, yielded tonight to reason- 
able optimism when the program 
for the meeting tomorrow of the 
Dail Eireann was made public. 

Instead of immediately taking up 
the problem of peace or war. the 
Sinn Fein parliament will spend 
at least two days in dealing with | 
the formalities incident to the .pen- 
ing of the new legislative body thus 
providing an opportunity for many 
things to happen behind the scene.

Washington, August 15.—On the 
basis of the first official estimates, 
it will cost the American govern- 
ment at least $100,000 a month’ in 
its attempt to limit world arma- 
ments and settle problems of fric- 
tiog in the Far East. 

This is révealed in a memoran- 
dum, prepared by Under-Secretary 
of State Henry R. Fletcher and sub- 
mitted to congress by President 
Harding, requesting an initial ap- 
propriation of $200,000 “at the ear- 
liest possible date.” Fletcher, how- 
ever, emphasizes his inability to 
calculate in advance the printing 
costs attendant upon the arms con- 
ference and “I must also point out,” 
he added, “that the estimate is 
based on the sessions of the con- 
ference covering the period of only 
two.morths. If the seS8sions are 
prolonged beyond that period, it 
will no doubt prove necessary to 
secure an additional appropriation.” 

Delegates’ Pay Not Included. 
Fletcher’s figures do not appear 
to include amounts which must be 
paid the delegates for their extraor- 
dinary expenses, nor do they stip-

MINIMUM WAGE LAW 
FOR GEORGIA URGED 


A deplorable condition exists 
among the women workers of Geor- 
gia, according to a recent bulletin 
issued by the women’s bureau of 
the United State department of la- 
bor, which states that the investi- 
gation upon which the conclusions 
were based was begun at the in- 
stance of a group of prominent At- 
lanta citizens. 

The bulletin states that 70 per 
cent of the white women of Geor- 
gia employed in the industries work 
an average of ten hours a day at 
an average wage of $12.20 a week. 
The report states that working con- 
ditions were found to be better in 
Fulton county, since matters of san- 
itation and safeguards against loss 
of life were found stressed to a4 
higher degree. 

One hundred and thiry-one plants 
were investigated, says the bulle- 
tin, and 10,000 white women were 
found to be at wwrk. The cotton 
industry employs most of these 


women, it was said. 
It was recommended by the wom- 


gation, that eight hours working- 
time and a minimum wage law be 
put into effect in Georgia.

PELLAGRA REPORT 
SENT TO HARDIN 


Washington, August 15.—Food 
shortage in the southérn states has 
assumed the proportions of a famine 
only in a “scientific, restricted 
sense,” but undeobtedly has been 
accompanied by an increase in pel- 
lagra, the public health service re- 
ported to President Harding today 
as a result of a special investiga- 
tion undertaken at his request. The 
findings of the public health of- 
ficials, the report said, were based 
largely on incomplete _ statistics 
submitted by southern state health 


commissioners at a recent confer- 
ence here. In a letter to the presi- 
dent, Surgeon General Cumming 
declared that despite the criticism 
of some southern officials regard- 
ing the administration’s course, the 
information collected “fully con- 
firms, in my opinion, the position 
of the public health service with 
respect to the increase of pellagra 
in various parts of the south.” 

‘Detailed figures were not made 
public, but @ memorandum of sup- 
plemental information accompany- 
ing the surgeon general’s letter was 
summarized as follows tonight in 
a statement issued at the white 
house: 

“Information indicates a definite 
increase of pellagra this year in 
Alabama, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma, Texas and probably 
North and South Carolina, Some 
evidence also indicates an increase 
in Georgia. ,In Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia testimony points to a de- 
crease. Conservative estimates in- 
dicate five thousand deaths and 
one hundred..thousand cases of 
pellagra in the country in 1921.” 


One Crop Pian Blamed. 


Failure to diversify crops is 
blamed by the surgeon general for 
the food situation throughout the 
south, which he advised the prezi- 
dent was acute in sore localities 
when considered “from the stand- 
point of a physiologically coplete 
diet,’”’ such as is required to prevent. 
pellagra, A 

“It quickly became apparent,'"] 
Surgeon General Cumming = said, 
“that the interest of the assembled 
health officers centered principally 
about two points: One, the basis 
for holding that there ¢xisted an 
increased prevalence of pellagra; 
two, the use of the word “famine” 
in describing the causative condi- 
tions. 

“So far as the first point is con- 
cerned, all the health officers pres- 
ent, with the exception of the state 
health officer of Mississippi, stated 
that no reliable morbidity statistics 
were available for their states. In 
Mississippi, the only state having 
trustworthy statistics the incident 
of the disease in the first six 
months of the present year was 
about double that in the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

Incomplete Data. 

“A number of the state health 
officers, on receiving the call to 
the conference secured telegraphic 
reports from physicians in various 
Parts of their state, believing that 
these might serve as an index of 
pellagra conditions, though they 
had no comparable statistics for 
previous years. Others submitted 
Statistics showing the number of 
deaths from pellagra in the first 
Six months of 1921, and in the cor- 
responding period of previous years, 
These data were admittedly in- 
complete. A careful review of all 
the facts elicited by the conference, 
fully confirm, in my opinion, the 
Position of the public health serv- 
ice with respect to the increase of 
pellagra in various parts of the 
south. 
“Insofar as the use of the word 
famine’ is concerened the public 
health service pointed out that it 
had used the term in a ‘scientific 
restricted sense, refetring to a diet 
which lacked some essential ele- 
ment or elements. 

“It was clearlv brought out that 
in various localities ‘in the south 
conditions were such that the es- 
sential foods required to prevent 
the development of pellagra were 
obtainable only with difficulty and 
in some instances were entirely be- 

ond the reach cf the poorer work- 
ng people. It was shown that 
the situation has been brought 
about largely by the custom of 
one-crop farming. So long as the 
one-crop paid handsome returns, as 
in the case of cotton in recent 
years, less difficulty was experi- 
enced. At the present time, how- 
ever, the food situation. looked at 
from the standpoint of a physio- 
logically complete diet, is acute in 
a number of localities, 

_ “The object aimed at by the pub- 
lic health service has undoubtedly 
been brought nearer to attainment 
as a result of the splendid support 
given by your letter. In. no other 
way could attention have been fo- 
cused so quickly or effectively. on 
the many different phases of the 
problem. The various branches of 
the federal and state governments 
will now co-operate to better ad-\ 
vantage to .control not only pelia- 
gra but other disease intimately 
related to economic and dietetic 
maladjustments. It is gratifyin 
to report that all the states fee 
able to meet any demands for 
emergency relief, without requir- 
ing any outside assistance.”

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PARSONS PLEADS 


Greensboro, N. Cc. August 15.— 
(Special.)—Deploring the fact that 
the adequate extension of the dye 
embargo has been made a political 
question and vigorously maintain- 
fing that the proper protection of 
the dye ifidustry in America is vital 
to our national defense, Dr. C. L. 
Parsons, secretary of the American 
Chemical society, created a profound 
impression here today before the 
first day’s session of the southern 
tariff congress, by pleading for an 
embargo on German dyes for at 
least a period of five years more. 

“Eepecially in view of the stand 
taken by the late democratic ad- 
ministration, I am distressed to 
learn,” stated Dr. Parsons, “that the 
paper published by the former 
secretary of thé navy in this state le 


such an embargo.” 

The question is not a political 
one in ‘any sense, asserted the 
speaker, but a patriotic one and 
should be considered only from a 
non-partisan angle. 

Without an adequate dye indu3- 
try in America, all talk of disarma- 
ment would be futile, Dr. Parsons 


|At Second Effort

Next War. 


“The next war will be wholly a 
chemical war, or nearly so,” said 
Dr. Parsons. “Our recent tests off 
the capes have .already proved bat- 
tleships are becoming a thing of 
the past. Sufficient airplanes car- 
rying high explosives and deadly 
gases are all that are necessary 
for the total destruction of a naval 
foe in future fighting.” 

He gave a vivid: picture of the 
gradual growth of chemical war- 
fare in the recent world struggle, 
from the time when Germany first 
launched its gas attack before 
Ypres until the final close of the 
war when American chemi3ts and 
Ameriean factories had finally 
wrested the secrets of gas warfare 
from the Germans themsélves and 
had promoted production to such 
an extent that ten times as much 
mustard gas could be produced in 
this country as in all the other com- 
batant nations combined. 

He warned his hearers, however, 
that this result was only achieved 
efter long months of chemical ex- 
perimentation and feverish plant 
bullding. If America in the future 
is to maintain her position she must 
have dye plants which may be in- 
#etantly transferred into gas plants, 
She must have chemists in ever- 
increasing numbers who are _ con- 
stantly making experiments, she 
must have expert workmen who 
are thoroughly trained in peace 
times. These can only come 
through making the dye industry 
commercially profitable. 


Quotes German Papers. 


Quoting from German papers, he 
showed that Germany is already 
prepared to flood America with 
German dyes the moment that the 
embargo is lifted. These dyes will | 
be sold at prices that defy compe- 
tition, for they will be sold at a 
loss if only to put American com- 
petition entirely out of the way. 
Already this result has been achiev- 
ed in Sweden and other countries 
where local dye plants were estab- 
lished during the avar, except in 
England, France and Italy which 
have aready reared embargo walls 
for the protection of their plants. 
These embargoes are to last for 
ten years. 

The speaker stated that the prin- 
cipal arguments against the contin- 
vance of the embargo are pure 
German propaganda emanating 
from agents of the G@rman dye | 
eartel. Of the 22 congressmen vot- 
fing against the declaration of war, 
18 voted against the dye embargo, 
apparently under the impression 
that the chemical industry is urged 
on offensive as well as a defenSive 
measure. The principal opponent 
of the plan is the leading importer 
of German dyes in America. 

Denies Monopoly. 


Dr. Parsons denied that there 
was any dye monopoly in this coun- 
try or that any danger existed of 
such monopoly to keep up_ the 
prices of dye in the future. There 
are 82 dye firms tn America today 
he said; and 93 per cent of all dyes 
made are mage by at least three of 
these companies, thus furnishing 
the necessary competition to keep 
He showed that dye 
prices have already been forced 
down almost to prewar standards 
even under the protection of the 
existing embargo. He alsO main- 
“tained that American dyes are the 
equal of those made anywhere. 

He congratulated the state of 
North Carolina on having a group 
of two hundred manufacturers, 
uaate of dyes, who were patriotic 

enough to sign a resolution in fa- 
vor of a dye embargoin face of the 
poltical opposition ‘of the _ state’s 
representatives in cOngress who 
have proved obstructionists for par- 
tisan reasons only. 

This resolution, signed by many 
of the most important users of dyes 
in the Carolina cotton industry, was 
introduced during the afternoon 
session of the* congress, and made 
a profound sensation because of the 
fact that the signers were the ones 
most affected by the legislation 
which they advocated. 


AMOROUS URGES 
LOANS TO DIXIE 
FARMERS BY U. S. 


Washington, August 15.—Govern- 
ment loans to farmers of the south 
to tide them over until they can 
market their cotton crops was urged 
today by Martin Amorous, of Mari- 
etta, Ga., before the congressional 
committee investigating agricultur- 
al conditions. 

If advances were made to the ex- 
tent of 25 cents per pound, he said,

Washington, August 15.—( By Con- 
stitution Lease Wire.)—In a short 
address before the senate today. 
during the discussion of advisabili- 


Obregon government. in Mexico, 
Senator Thomas E. Watson vigor- 
ously opposed the proposed meas- 
ure, characterizing it as a deed 
upon which the officia} stamp of 
the United States should never be 
placed. 

“President Taft and President 
Wilson refused to recognize Huer- 
ta because his hands were dripping 
with white blood,” said Senator 
Watson. “and do not Obregon’s 
hands drip with the blood of Car- 
ranza? That should be our highest 
ground in refusing to recognize the 
present Mexican government.” 

Calling attention to a resolution 
sent here by the Texas legislature 
urging recognition, Senator King, 
democrat, of Utah, deciared that no 
such step’ should be taken, so long 
as American property was being 
seized and American rights ignored. 

Senator Ashurst, democrat, of 
‘Arizona. defending President Obre- 
gon, declared that if any state had 
suffered at the hands of Mexico it 
was Arizona, whose liegislature had 
unanimously petitioned the state 
department to recognize Obregon.

a proposal Ireland will shut the 
door and hazard the certain disas- 
trous consequences of a rejection. 

Great Britain has gone far more 
than half way toward the common 
‘objective, which, as the world has 
béen given to understand, is a 
basis of conciliation and mutual 
good will between the Irish peo- 
ple and the crown. | 

It has gone much farther than 
the world expected it to go. 

The Lloyd-George proposal guar- 
antees to Ireland the control of its 
own finances and taxation; the 
right to maintain its own military 
and police forces for its own de- 
fense and protection; absolute in- 
dependent jurisdiction over ‘ts 
trade, postal and educational sys- 
tems—everything, in fact, except 
absolute national independence, 
the granting of which would jeo- 
pardize the sovereignty and safety 
of both parties to the proposed 
agreement.

THE SOUTHEASTERN FAIR. 

Council recently: had an audit 
made of the books of the South- 
eastern Fair association, the pur-- 
pose being to ascertain precisely 
to what extent that organization 
had fulfilled its obligations to the 
city government. 

Under the agreement existing 
between the fair association and 
the city, the former is obligated to 
spend each year for permanent im- 
provements within the Lakewood 
fair grounds 80 per cent of the net 
profit it derives from all sources. 

According to the audit, 80 per 
cent of net profits realized by the 
fair association today aggregates 
$119,526, the expenditure of which 
in permanent improvements on 
the grounds would have met the 
requirements. 

But the fair association has done 
more than that. 

The auditor’s report shows that 
instead of confining its perform- 
ance to the letter of its agreement 
with the city the association has 
actually expended a total of $280,- 
675 in buildings and other perma- 
nent improvements on the Lake- 
wood grounds, which is $161,149 
more than the contract called for. 

But that is not all. 

Not. only has the association 
spent $161,149 in permanent im- 
provements in’ excess of its con- 
tract obligations to the city, but-- 
a fact not brought out im the 
councilmanic investigation—it has 
given away more than $300,000 in 
premiums since 1915! 

So the fair association has more 
than made good all round in a 
financial way, meanwhile annually 
performing a community service 
the value of which cannot be com- 
puted in terms of money. 

When the association was 
formed and the Lakewood grounds 
acquired six years ago there were 
a few who argued that the plant | 
would be a liability upon the city. 

How far they were wrong is 
measurably indicated by the sta- 
tistics brought to light by this 
councilmanic investigation! 

Not only has the fair proved not 
to have been a liability in any 
sense of the word, but actually a 
most valuable asset. 

Nor is it an asset to Atlanta 
only, for the service it’ renders 
each succeeding year has proven 
of inestimable benefit to Georgia 
and to the southeast, as well as to 
Atlanta. 

More than that, it has been un- 
der such progressive management 
that it has developed into one of 
the major fairs of the country. It 
is so recognized and accretite?t: 
and hence it is to a certain extent 
a national asset. 

The fair is worth many times 
over every dollar that has been 
put into it; and the city and coun- 
ty governments can well afford to 
back its management to the limit 
in the effort to make each year's 
exhibit bigger and better than 
that of the year before!

New York, August 15.—The world 
will wait long for another Caruso. 
Empires. perish, but are endures. 


New York will always remember 
this heroic tenor. He was a part of 
the city—like the Woolworth tower 
and Central park. Scandal cluster- 
ed about his name, but he was never 
the rake. He was the victim of in- 
numerable temptations; but at the 
close of his career he was happily 
married and the father of a glori- 
ous and passionately loved daugh- 
ter. 

I saw him last a summer ago. The 
golden floor of afternoon sunshine 
was aslant that magic thoroughfare 
Fifth avenue. Caruso turned in 
from Forty-second street at the 
public library corner. De Segurola 
was with him—De Segurola with his 
foppish monocle and owlish stare. 
And Caruso in his green Alpine hat 
with the tiny feather. His cane 
carried military fahion and the 
tight fit of his clothes, especially 
over the massive chest that car- 
ried Pagliacci’s sob, were strikingly 
attractive to crowds. 

Heads turned pivot-like. Necks 
craned over the lurching avenue 
buses. Newsboys piped: “Gee, Ker- 
rooso!” He was nof& unconscious of 
this attention. He loved just as we 
all love it. For Caruso was not the 
proverbially haughty signor with a 
high C. He was an irrepressible 
boy. I imagine he staged his ave- 
nue promenade at the auspicious 
moment when he would get the 
most attention, and who can blame 
him. 


He liked newspaper men—and he 
loved publicity. He was forever 
suggesting publicity stunts to Billy 
Guard. the Metropolitan’s official 


puffer. He had a room filled with 
scrapbooks heralding his fame and 
he browsed among them often. He 
was human and understandable toa 
remarkable degree and it accounts 
largely for his popularity. 

His memory was remarkable. won 


had a trick of singling out some- 


~ 


thing unusUal about a person and 
catching it in the archives of his 
memory. Four years after I first 
met him he greeted me with: “Ah! 
The gentleman with the initials like 
two eyes.” I do not know that he 
remembered my last name—it 
doesn’t matter. He had _ eternally 
won my friendship. 

Caruso loved to express himself 
in his caricatures. He was an ac- 
complished artist and in a few lines 
could suggest the faces about him. 
He abused the use of tobacco and 
Was rarely without a cigarette, I 
have followed him down the avenue 
at different times and as soon as 
one was finished he lighted an- 
other from the stub. This went on 
from morning until night. His ap- 
petite, too, was enormous and meals 
were events. Caruso’s friend 
Shorty, the pugilist newsboy at the 
old Knickerbocker corner, summed 
up the estimate of the man. “Ca- 
ruso. dead,” said Shorty. “Gee, 
what a whale of a guy he was!”

How Traffic Conditions 
Could Be Improved 


Beavers and Poole Are 
‘Fine Men,’ Says Cartledge 


Editor Constitution: In Atlanta 
there is only one traffic signal and 
everybody uses it with character- 
istic selfishness to block traffic for 
his OWn benefit. 


A large part of the traffic con- 
gestion is due to the people who uSe 
the streets and this statement in- 


The law does not permit any ve- 
hicle to overtake another on its 
right side. Always come up on the 
left side of a car in front. If there 
is not sufficient room on the left 
side, blow your horn. The law in 
most communities compels slowly 
moving véhicles to move over and 
stay over. 

The important part of all this is 
that no signal is necessary when 
turning to the right. In most cit- 
ies, whenever a chauffeur signals, 
the traffic police will compel him 
to turn to the left whether he wants 
to or not. 

Now consider how this one sim- 
ple rule will expedite traffic! In 


Atlanta at the present time every- 
body at frequent intervals will rch 
tend’ his left arm and slow down al 

accord- 


traffic behind him. 

If traffic were run here 
ing to rule, it would mean some- 
thing and the man behind would 
know what to do. As it is now, 
all he can do is to stop and wait 
until our ignorant fellow citizen has 
finished his pre-emption of the en- 
tire street. 

To state the matter more plainly, 
if a man is going to turn to the 
right, he should do so without sig- 
nailing, Nobody will be overtaking 
him on that side and a Signal un- 
der such circumstances is entirely 
harmful. The man making the turn 
will incline to the right and turn 
close to the curbing. Those behind 
maintain normal speed and overtake 
to the left as is usual in all cases. 
When a chauffeur puts his left 
arm straight out !t means a left 
turn and all traffic behind ;him 
over, ‘and 
starts tO pass him on his right side 
as he makes the turn. 

The stop signal.is to hold the 
hand straight up. 

There are but two signals. One 
(straight up) is to stop. The other 


one (straight out .on the left side 
of the car) indicates a turn to the 
left.

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HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


VITAMINS FOR YOUNG MOTHERS, 
Some unidentified substance, 
present in certain foods and absent 
from other foods, that has become 
known under the name of a vita- 
min, seems to he indispensable in 
the diet of a young animal. It is 
essential for normal nutrition and 
growth. Babies are !young ani- 
mals, only not quite so well cared 
for as are most young animals. 
The fat of milk or butter is rich 
in vitamins, while pig fat is poor 
in vitamins. Perhaps the nature 
of the diet of the cow and the pig 
accounts for this difference. The 
cow’s feed consists largely of grass,‘ 
the leafy vegetables, the whole 
cereéals—each of which items is rich 
in vitamins. The hog’s feed con- 
sits largely of items not ‘rich in 
vitamins. From some recent ex- 


\periments of English physiologists 


there is reason to think that if the 
hog if fed upon grass the lard will 
contain vitamins. Ordinarily, as we 
know, lard and oleomargarin are 
poor in vitamins, whereas butter, 
the fat of egg-yolk, and even the 
abdominal fat of cattle (which is 
used in some brands of oleomar- 
garin) are rich in vitamins. 

These observations go to show 
that the character of the diet in- 
fluences the store of vitamins in 
the body. This is of the utmost 
importance for the nursing mother 
to understand, for upon the charac- 
ter of her diet will depend the nor- 
mal nutrition and growth® of the 
baby. 

Now in spite of fanciful objec- 
tions by the mftsinformed to _ this, 
that and the other vegetable, fruit 
or meat in the diet of the nursing 
mother, it is unwise to omit any 
article of diet which the mother 
would ordinarily consume if she 
were not nursing a baby. On the 
contrary, the nursing mother should 
strive to have even a greater va- 
riety, as certainly as she requires a 
greater quantity, of food through- 
out the period of lactation, for the 
best interest of the baby. Espe- 
cially does she nee@ greens, fresh 
fruits, and such vitamin-rich items 
as green onions, cucumbers, raw 
cabbage (slaw), spinach, tomatoes, 
peas, string beans, asparagus. car- 
rots, and the like. Let no foolish 
prejudices prevent. her from par- 
taking freely of these valuable 
foods. Unless the mother’s diet in- 
cludes a liberal variety of vitamin- 
rich foods—and all vitamins come 
originally from vegetable foods—the 
baby will suffer from a deficiency 
of vitamins in the milk. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
A Fast Specialist. 

I have a nervous trouble and 
would like to know where I can find 
a fast specialist. I am 68 inches 
tall and weigh 135 pounds. How 
much weight can I afford to lose? 
I know that fasting has not been 
resorted to as a rule, if at all, by 
the medical profession... (D. R. L.) 

ANSWER—Assuming that you are 
at least 20 years old, you can’t af- 
ford to lose a pound. You are mis- 
informed if you think fasting is not 
employed by the ordinary or regu- 
lar medical profession. Practically 
every doctor in general practice 
employs fasting more or less. I 
know of no réputable physician 
who is a fasting specialist or a 
specialist in fasting, but any repu- 
table physician can, after an exam- 
ination of your case, advise you 
correctly, 

Rupture Treatment. 

I am aman aged 45 years, and 
I am ruptured on the left side. Is 
there any cure for rupture beside 
operation? If you advise operation 
for rupture, do you think it would 
be better to wait for cold weather? 
I find trusses a great trial. (R. M.) 

ANSW ER—Operation is the only 
cure and the only safe treatment. 
Trusses .or other apparatus or ap- 
pliances for the support of hernia 
(breech, rupture) are at best a 
makeshift, and do* not remove the 
constant danger of strangulation of 
the hernia. Any man-able to be up 
and about and compelled to make 
a living for himself or family 
should not submit to the handicap 
of rupture or the trial and trouble 
of trusses—be operated on, by al!

US. RUSS RELIEF 
FAGES DEADLOCK 


Riga, Letvia, August 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A deadlock was 
reached today in the negotiations 
relative to American relief for Rus- 
sia’s famine sufferers between the 
American relief administration and 
Maxim Litvinoff, acting on behalf. 
of the soviet famine relief commit- 


tee. Action by Washington and 
Moscow will be necessary to decide 
the issue, it is declared. 

Whether the American relief ad- 
ministratijen will compromise on 
some of its usual methods and per- 
mit the soviets greater controlof the 
Personnel and distribution of Amer- 
ican food than hag béen granted 
any other country which has been 
aided, has been put up to Herbert 
Hoover, head of the relief admin- 
igtration, by Walter Lyman Brown, 
juropean director of the administra- 
tion. Pending a reply from Mr. 
Hoover,’ the conferees will discuss 
minor points, but Litvinoff, it is 
understood, will stand firm in his 
refusal to sign some of the Ameri- 
can conditions unless ordered to do 
so by the Moscow government.

The detectives had said the man 
the, claimed to be Small had lost 
both: Jegs and had been otherwise 
injured, 

The detectives had maintained se- 
crecy as to the man’s whereabouts, 
they said, because they desired to 
be certain of obtaining the $50,000 
reward offered for Small’s return 
to Toronto. They said they had 
had the man under surveillance for 
six months and had intimated that 
the man had been brought here 
nearly a year ago by John Dough- 
ty, Small’s former secretary, who 
is serving a prison term in Can- 
ada for the theft of some of the 
missing millionaire’s stocks and 
bonds, , 

Investigations conducted by news- 
papers led to the identification of 
th» man the detectives said was 
Small. Daugherty, who has no 
home, is helpless. He lost both legs 
when run over by a train in Des 
Moines December 4, 1917. He was 
taken to the county farm in Jan- 
uary, 1919, and has been there since.

Promoters Face Real Chance 


When Promoter Walk Miller hung; 
up a ‘belt for the winner of the 
Stribling-Boorde featherweight bat- 
tle last night, he started something 
that will prove of inestimable ben- 
efit to the boxing game in the 
south, if the practice is kept up. 

The possession of,the southern 
championship means nothing what- 
ever to the pugilists of Dixie when 
they are trying for matches with 
the top-notchers up east, but the 


honor would be one that southern. 
fighters themselves would be proud 
to own—something that they would 
fight te gain and retain. 

Of course, there is only one real 
championship to a division. The 
others count little, except to the 
people of that particular section in 
which the lesser title fights are 
being staged. Miller and the rest 
of the promoters in the south are 
not concerned with what the tax- 
payers of far-away communities 
think about the importance of bat- 
tles in this section and they would 
be foolish not to attempt to please 
the people whoSe pocketbooks pay 
the way down here. 

Possession of the featherweight 
belt that was given last nixht 
means that the owner of that belt 
is the southern featherweight cham- 
pion—to the southern fight fans, 
and they are the only ones that have 
to be pleased. It means thnag every 
fight the owner stages is a title bat- 
tle with the belt as reward. It’s 
something at least to work for. 

New Orleans promoters could stick 
added interest to their cards by put- 
ting up belte..

Hardwick Asked 
To Seek Apology 
For Mob Invasion 


Augusta, Ga., August 
cial.)—Requesting that Governor 
Hardwick exact of Governor 
Cooper, of South Carolina, apology 
for the invasion by a South Caro- 
lina mob of Georgia soil last Thurs- 
day morning when over 100 South 
Carolineans assaulted Richmond 
county jail to seize Cc. O. fox and 
Jesse Gappins, confessed slayers of 
William Brazell, 19-year-old Colum- 
bian, Judge Henry C. Hammond, 
of the superior courts of the Augus- 
ta circuit, has addressed a letter 
to Georgia’s chief executive inquir- 
ing why the sister state should not 
be requested to deliver to Georgia 
at least one member of the mob 
of invaders. 

The judge asks “what does. she 
(South Carolina) propose to do? And 
what will you (Governgr Hardwick) 
exact of her?” The jurist makes 
the point that the instance was 
the first in his memory when,.a 
mob invaded another state. He as- 
serts that heretofore they have all 
been intrastate mobs, whereas this 
was an interstate mob. He | de- 
eclares this a flagrant violation of 
the friendship existing between the 
two commonwealths. 

“A new condition is presented to 
your excellency,” ‘the letter Says, 
“and you should take thought—seri- 
ous thought—of how you should 


meet it. Here ig invasion of your 
state by an armed force, defiance 
of its laws and of your authority, 
assault and capture of: your jail 
and stockade and seizure of your 
property—and what have you from 
South Carolina or its governor in 
satisfaction for these unthinkable 
outrages? What answer does she 
propose to make or will you exact?”

ON BERLIN PEOPLE 


More Than 1,500 Charla- 
tans Making Fortunes by 
Preying Upon Credulity 
of Simple Persons. 


Berlin, August 15.—The business 
of making a living by playing upon 
the credulity and ignorance af the 
people, which has been developed into 
a skillful and lucrative profession in 
Germany during the past two years, 
now is parcticed by thousands of 
men and women, the majority of 
whom are living luxuriously in Ber- 
lin, recent investigations have dis- 
closed... 

The investigations grew out of the 
unnusual number of “mysterious ad- 
vertisements” which have been ap- 
pearing in virtually all the provin- 
cial newspapers and showed that 
gsraphologists, hypnotists, astrolog- 
ers and “the apostles of personal 
magnetism” were reaping by finan- 
cial rewards. 

There are 500 persons in Berlin en- 
gaged in the occupation of interpret- 
ing the starg at a few marks per 
head and they are reported very 
busy. Their clients are drawn from 
the poorer classes, many of whom 
cannot afford to buy sufficient food 
for themselves and dependents and 
have turned to the fortune-tellers in 
an effort to learn if the future holds 
out any hope for them. 

More than 1,000 persons are mak- 
ing a living here by interpretation 
of handwriting, claiming to be able| 
to read character and forecast the 
future. Many of them are said to be 
uneducated and hardly able to road 
any kind of writing. Their cus- 
tomers are chiefly women and girls. 

The “doctors” of hypnotism and 
“magnetism” 
from all classes of society, a large 
percentage being the rich and the 


idle who are seeking entertainment 
or simply are experimenting. It is 


asserted that among the students of 
“hypnotism” there are laso many 
questionable characters, working un- 
der the impression that a knowledge 


of the occult will help them in pick- 
ing pockets or robbing rich house- 
holders. 

A number of charlatans have in- 
fringed on old American patents and, 
after advertising that they have the 
secret of making a million marks in 
a few minutes—a secret they will 
sell for 5 to 50 marks—and having 
received the 5 or the 50 marks they 
send back the curt formula: “Make 
it as we do.” 

All of the patrons of the Berlin 
professional fortune-tellers or 
“strengtheners of will-power” are 
not natives, for it has been ascer- 
tained that some of the “professors” 
enjoy a wide reputation and have re- 
cruited stomers from the wealthy, 
but “weak” or wanting, of Denmark, 
Austria, Hungary and Poland.
